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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 2, 5, 6, 8, and 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 
8/5/2005. 

2. This application contains claims 2, 5, 6, 8, and 9 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the paper received on 8/5/2005. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP 
§821.01. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 3, 4, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cho et al. 
(US 2002/0012103.) 

Cho teaches in figure 2 a projector comprising: 

A light source (1 10) to emit illumination light; 

A color separation optical system (120) to split the illumination light into 
illumination light with at least two colors; 

A plurality of display element (171 and 173) including a plurality of pixels to 
modulate the illumination light; 

A color synthesizing optical system (160) to synthesize image light formed by the 
plurality of display elements (171 and 173); 

A projection device (180) to project the image light synthesized by the color 
synthesizing optical system; 

An irradiation optical system to irradiate the illumination light emitted from the 
light source onto some of the pixels (all the components after the light source and before 
the light valves, would include 120); and 
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An illumination light-scanning device (130) to scan the illumination light 
irradiated by the irradiation optical system (although a part of the irradiation optical 
system it does cause the illumination light to scan); 

Each of the display elements being disposed for each of the colors (they are 
disposed to receive the color lights), 

The irradiation optical system including an image forming device to condense the 
illumination light emitted by the light source to form an image and an image re-forming 
device to form the image formed by the image forming device on the display elements 
(parts 153 and 155 server both purposes), and 

The illumination light irradiated onto the display elements being irradiated onto 
the display elements by at least the image forming device and the image re-forming 
device. 

With regards to applicant's claim 4: 

The light is split into two illumination lights and is reformed to be projected on the 
display surface (190). 

With regards to applicant's claim 7: 

As can clearly be seen the distances are almost the same. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 3, 4, and 7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

Doany (US 5,863,125) teaches in figure 7 a projector with two modulators.

Yano (US 6,568,815) teaches in figure 3 a projector utilizing two modulators. 

Doany et al. (US 5,517,340) teaches in figure 2 a projector utilizing two modulators. 

Lambert (US 2001/0038483) teaches in figures 5 and 7 a projection device having 
scrolling means of various types.
